There has not be. n a corresponding 
increase In the expcctaton of life 
among adults. The expectation of life 
at 50 years of age is not appreciably 
greater today than It was during the 
pant century. One Interesting point 
that wo learn Is that persons who 
liv long come in general, of long- 
lived families. This does not mean 
lhat a member of a long-lived family 
is more likely to toco ver from an at¬ 
tack of nn acute disease, but rather 
,hat If he or she does escape from an 
ittnck of an acute disease, such as 
hose which destroy life in infancy 
.ml early adult years, such a perro: 
ill be more likely to live to advanced 
ears. 

Many people have tha Idea that 
ealth work's sole aim Is to prolong 
fe. This Is only partially true, be- 
mse the Ideal sought la rather health 
;r years than more years. Because 
ealth and happiness are so closely 
iked together, It may be fairly said 
mt the objective of health work is 
ot to prolong life but to make people 
lapptcr while they live, 

We do not know why some families . (. 
rave what we might call greater j 
ltallty and so live longer than (hr 
verage. We do not know why old 
’arr lived to 152 years. It may be, 

;f course, that many years hnve been 
idded to his life in the re-telling of 
its story. We do know, however that, 
o the ndut who desires to increare 
ho expectation of years of health, we 
■an cay-moderation In all things is 
rsseutial. and. above all. in food. An 
ntereet in life must be maintained 
whether it is In work or In play, rucli 
is a hobby. Worry must be cist out 
is It Is the thing which wears out the 
machine.
